The note is a distinct warning to both China 
and Russia that the United States will not 
permit the integrity of the empire to be mo- 
lested in favor of one nation to the detriment 
of another. 

Text of American Note. 

The note which practically indorses the 
English treaty with Japan says: 

‘Washington; D. C., Feb. 1.—An agree- 
ment whereby China gives any corporation

No Holes to Sleep In. 

During her visit to the city late in “Jan- 
uary for the purpose of appearing in recital, 
Mme. Lehmann, it now appears, took anoth- 
er trip to the park to see if the foxes and 
wolves were any better treated. She was 
pained to see that poor Reynard had to 
sleep on a bare board shelf in plain view 
of everybody, and that the unfortunate 
wolves fared no better. 

Where were the holes into which all feues 
are supposed to retife when they want 
to sleep? Where was the straw which a 
humane keeper is supposed to provide all 
animals as bedding? Where were the boxes 
in which the beasts might find warm lodg- 
ing? 

Mme. Lehmann saw none of these things, 
and when she got to the Victoria Hotel 
she sat down and wrote to Cy DeVry, tell- 
ing him exactly what she thought of his 
methods. 

DeVry wasted no time in answering the 
prima donna’s protest and offering to ex- 
plain why there was no straw nor boxes 
nor holes. He didn’t explain in the letter, 
but last night he told the story. 


Plea for Reynard and Akela. 

Mme. Lehmann took his letter to New 
York with her, and there she sat down and 
wrote to THE TRIBUNE the following charm- 
ingly German idiomatic letter:

Keeper De Vry’s Answer. 

The letter which Animal Keeper De Vry 
wrote to Mme. Lehmann on Jan. 23 last, and 
which she inclosed with her communication 
Tue TRIBUNE, is-as follows: 

‘Dear Madame: Your favor in regard to 
winter quarters for the animals at our zoo 
received, and am truly glad to have so noted 
a personage interested in the care of my 
‘pets.’ Surely no one has the care and com- 
fort of these wild animals more at heart 
than I, and think I can safely say that the 
animals at the Lincoln Park Zoo are better 
eared for than in any other zoo im the coun- 
try.

Board of Education Members 
Reduce Assistant Super- 
intendents from Four- 

teen to Six. 


SABIN MADE PRINCIPAL, 


Professor Speer, Author of the

Dropped. 


MISS HALEY IS VICTORIOUS, 


The Board of Education last evening named 
the six district superintendents of schools 
who are to take the territory formerly allot- 
ted to fourteen. Seven of the old list were 
dropped, some of them being among the old- 
est in the service and among the best known. 
Those appointed were:

More Salaries Reduced. 

Former District Superintendent A. 
Sabin was made principal of the Audubon 
School, and escaped the latter list. For 
those retained there was a portion of bit- 
terness, for the board voted to cut their 
salaries 5 per cent, in line with the reduc. 
tion made for the teachers. In this ctit are 
included also the Superintendent of Schools, 
his assistant, and the supervisors. All haa 
been omitted from the list affected by the 
general cut, which is now uniform through- 


| out the entire service. 


There was considerable surprise when the 
list of superintendents retained was reau 
by Superintendent Cooley. A number of the 
trustes explained their votes fn the roll-cali 
by saying they were not convinced that 
those kept in office were the best on the 
list, but they would vote to’sustain the 
selection in accordance with the policy or 


‘supporting the superintendent on all oc- 


casions. William C. Spéer is known as the 
originator of the vistialization system, 
which is practiced in all of the schools in 
Chicago, and was recently commended by 
the Investigating committee of the Federa- 
tion of Labor. Leslie Lewis of Hyde Park 
is one of the pioneers of the city schools. 
Qne woman was retained and two were 
dropped. 


Immediate Action Demanded. 

The matter was brought up by a resolution 
from the School Management committee ad- 
vising that some action be taken at once, as 
the uncertainty was injuring the service of 
the superintendents and the use of political 
influence was generally demoralizing. After 
adjournment Superintendent Cooley would 
say nothing beyond stating that no one had 
“seen him in the interests of the 
ful ones. He would not say whether any 
backers of the others had invaded his office. 


Miss Haley’s Leave Extended. 
Miss Margaret Haley’s@pplication for an 
extension of leave of absence was not grant- 
ed without considerable discussion and sev- 
eral votes. The School Management com- 
mittee, which received the application, shied 


and turned it over to the board without any’ 


comment. There was a motion to recommit 
the matter to the committee, which was voted 
down, and finally, after Miss Haley’s work 
in fighting tax dodgers had been the subject 
of several laudatory speeches, the motion to 
grant her request was passed, 13 to 2. 

The request of the citizens of the Nine- 
teenth Ward and the Federation of Labor 
for permission to use the school building for 
tax meetings caused a lengthy discussion, 
and the final vote left the result in doubt. 
Nine members voted to allow the requést 
against seven who were opposed, 

President Harris said that an opinion of 
the attorney was hecessary to determine 
whether an expenditure of money would be 
involved in the tax meetings. If this is the 
ease the motion was lost, for an expenditure 
of money requires a vote of eleven trustees. 
As the schools must be heated, lighted, and 
cleaned for the meetings it is believed that 
the attorney will hold an expense necessary, 
and the only recourse is to bring it up again 
| before a full meeting of the board. 


Dolan Out of Parental School. 

The case of A. N. Dolan, assistant super- 
intendent of the Parental School, 
brought up. He was appointed a year ago 
and has been serving of half pay until the 
first of the year, his salary being $1,000. 
The Finance committee failed to provide for 
him im the appropriation, and put in $500 
for a physician instead. Dolan is a physi- 


'elan and Trustee Keating wanted to give 
} him the place instead of the one he has held. 


The committe ruled, however, that the 
only way to fill the vaeancy was through 
the Civii Service commission, and Mr. Keat-

GLERKS FACE POLICE 


RIOT CALL WHEN THEY INVADE 
WEST 


Young Women ane Men Parade in 
Ferce, and a Furnisher Whose Place 
of Business Is Besieged Sends in a 
Harry-Up Request for Blaecoats— 
Patrol Wagon Responds and Then 
the Fair Ones Giggle — Two More 
Stores Submit to Pressure. | 


Girls who measure ribbon during the day 
and young men whose waking hours are 
mostly spent behind store counters were the 
cause of a hurry-up call to the police last 
night. The occasion was the West Madison 
street demonstration of the Retail Clerks’ 
union. 

At 8 o’clock there was a violent agitation 
of the telephone bell in the Desplaines 
Street Police Station. The desk sergeant 
leaped to the instrument with misgivings of 
another haymarket outbreak or something 
else as dreadful. 

“This is Forster—Forster the furnisher,”’ 
shouted an excitede voice over the wire. ‘I 
want policemen! I want them quick!”’ 

The sergeant’s worsts fears were beginning 
te erystallize. 

** What is it?’ he demanded. 
—or Anarchists?’ 

Neither,” responded the “one. 
“It's girls«and men—lots of ‘em! It’s the 
clerks! They're blockading the street and 
handing out cards to hurt my business, 
Send some policemen quick!’’ 


Encounter Girls and Giggles. 

A minute later a patrol wagon filled with 
policemen was in the way to Halsted and 
Madison streets, where the clerks were as- 
sembled. It wasn’t necessary to charge the 
crowd, 

As the first policeman tumbled from the 
wagon he was greeted with a giggle. The 
giggler was an auburn-haired young woman 
who works ina Milwaukee avenue dry goods 
store. 

** Look at the copper,” she tittered. 
on to him, girls. Isn’t he a beaut?’’ 

The other girls joined in the laugh, and the 
policemen began to wish they really had 
Anarchists to deal with. Summoning all 
their nerve, the policemen explained, with 
many a smile and bow, that they had orders 
to clear the street. The girls laughed and 
moved on, and the young men made no ob- 
jections to obeying the order. 

The police made no attempt to stop the 
distribution of cards, just so the clerks Were 
100 feet away from the Forster store. They 
were requested by the proprietor to remain 
until the store closed, so two policemen 
watched the front of the building and two 
the rear éntrance until 10 o'clock. 


Clerks Out in Force. 

The clerks invaded West Madison street in 
force. Men and women to the number of 
100 patrolled the district in squads, bearing 
‘transparencies ahd distributing thousands 
of cards. One of the banners read:.

One of thé sets of cards was furnished by 
Local 195, the dewn-town union, and con- 
tained the following pleas: ‘‘ Don’t Buy 
After 6 P.M.” “ Don’t Buy on Sundays.”’ 
Delegations of clerks were present from 
Blue Island, West Side, and Milwaukee ave- 
nue unions. Charles J. Machek came from 
Milwaukee avenue with a dozen girls to aid 
inthe crusade. The Bricklayers’, Boxmak- 
ers’, and Leather Workers’ unions had com- 
mittees present to aid the clerks. 3 
The girls proved the big attraction. Pedes- 
trians stopped to watch and gladly accepted 
ecards from theth whenéver they weré hand- 
ed out. For two hours parties of giris pa- 
raded the streets, scattering cards right and 


left.

WILL WHIP THE YANKEES 


IN SIX MONTHS, HE SAYS. | 


Member of Canadian Parliament Makes 


Excited Speech in Which He Talks of 
Annexing the United States. 


Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 19.—[Special. ]}~—The pos- 
sibility of war between Canada and the 
United States was discussed in the House of 
Commons today. One member, Gourlay of 
Colchester, N. 8., declared: 

‘* If it becomes necessary to fight the Yan- 
kees we will be ready in twenty-four hours, 
and after six months of it we shall capture 
their capital and annex their country to 
Canada.”’ 

The debate camé up over a motion made 
by Mr. Bourassa, asking for the papers on 
the abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
and the Alaska boundary. The Premier, Sir 
Willfrid Laurier, replied: | 

“I am not, more than thé honordble gen- 


tleman, an admirer. of British policy on the 


continent of America. I make no bones at 
all about this question, but I hope we have 
not come to this that we want Great Britain 
to go to war with the United States because 
negotiations are continued a: littl longer 
than we wish them to be. Negotiations were 


still pending, and it was better to wait for |} 
a peaceful solution.”’ 


Bourassa, who ts a Ministerialist, in his 
speech had accused Great Britain of sacrt- 
ficing Canada's interests in her friendship 
for the United States. 

Mr. Gourtay, Colchester, N. S., a member 
of the opposition, indorsed Bourassa’s views, 
but In térms of contempt and condemnation 
for British statesmanship rarely, if ever, 
heard in Parliament before Por his part, 
he said he would ge into the trenches to- 
morrow with his wife and family to fight 
those who had not treated Canada honestly.

COMPLETE TEXT OF THE OPINION, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.~[Special.)~ 
President Roosevelt made public tonight his 
decision on the appeal of Rear Admiral 
Schley against the findings of the court of 
inquiry. The decision follows out in minute 
detail the synopsis of it printed in THE 
TRIBUNE last Sunday morning. It was read 
to half a dozeri membérs of Congréss on Sat- 
urday morning, THe Trirpune alone of all 
the papers In the country giving a correct 
eummiary of the conference, which was géen- 
erally supposed to have been on the Cuban 
question. 

PresidentRoosevelt finds, as Was then 
stated, that Rear Admiral Schiey wae to 
blame for the retrograde movement. The 
President also. finds, however, that Admiral 
Sampson was to blame for leaving Schiey 
in command after such ‘ nsible con- 
duct.”’ 

The President in stibstance declares that 
Although the retrograde movement \was a 
serious blunder, it was entirely condoned 
by the Secretary of the Navy and Admiftal 
Sampson, and im any event had no bearing 
whatever upon the battle of Santiago. 


Calls It Captains’ Battle. | 
As regards that memorable fight the Pres 
ident ‘declares that it was a Captains’ bat- 
tle, ahd that neither Sampson nor Schiey 
Was entitled to any special credit because 


neither of them exercised any actual come - 


mand of the whole fleet. 
President Roosevelt finds ‘that Rear Ad@- 
miral Schley was actually in command of 


the Brooklyn and as such was entitled to. 


the credit of the brilliant work of that ship. 
The President asserts, however, that the 
loop was a terrible blunder, for which Rear 
Admiral Schley was responsible, and the 
President hints that it was the result of 
timidity. He finds that President McKirley 
was fully justified in his actions, because, 
while neither Sampson nor Schley was én- 
titled to special credit for the battle, Samp- 
son Was entitled to a reward because of the 
success of his blockade and the hard work 
he had done as commander-in-chief. 


Praise for Wainwright. 
President Roosevelt expresses the opinion 
that Lieutenant Wainwright of the Glou- 
eester and Captain Clark of the Oregon 
were entitled to special promotion. In view 


of the fact that both Sampson and Schley — 


are on the retired list, the President ex- 
presses the hearty wish that the entire mat- 
ter be allowed to drop. Neither the extreme 
friends of Admiral Sampson nor thosé of . 
Admiral Schley are satisfied with the Pres- 
ident’s review, as a matter of course, but the 
general sentiment is that it is as dispas- 
sionate and as entirely honest.as any de- 
cision of the kind could well be. 


Text of the Decision. 
President Roosevelt's decision is as fol- 
lows: 
“White House, Feb. 18, 1902.—I have re- 
ceived the appeal of Admiral Schley and

ment. I have examined both with the ut- 
most care, as well as the preceding appeal 
to the Secretary of the Navy. I -have read 


' through all the testimony taken beforé thé 


court and the statement of the counsel for 
Admirais Sampson and Schley; have exam- 
ined all the official reports of every kind In 
reference to ‘he Santiago naval campaign, 
copies of the :og books and signal books, 
and the testimony before the Court ef 
Claims, and have also personally had before 
me the four surviving Captains of the five 
ships, aside from those of the two Admirals, 
which were actively engaged at Santiago. 
“It appears that the court of inquiry was 


unanimous in its findings of fact and unan-) 


fmous in its expressions of opinion on most 
of its findings of fact. No appeal ts made 
to me from the verdict of the court on these 
points where it was unanimous I have, 
however, gone carefully over the evidence on 
these points also. I am satisfied that on the 
whole the court did substantial justice, 


Tells Where Schley Erred. 
“It should have specifically condemned

As regards this, the point raised in 
the appeal is between Admiral Sampson and 
Admiral Schley as to which was in com- 
mand, and as to which was entitled to the 
credit, if either of them was really entitled 
to any unusual and preéminent credit by any 
special exhibition of genius, skill, and cour- 
age. 
. The court could have considered both of 
these questions, but as a matter of fact it 
unanimously excluded evidence offered upon 
them, and through its President announced 
its refusal to hear Admiral Sampson’s side 
at all: and in view of such exclusion the ma- 
jority of the court acted with entire proprie- 
ty in not expressing any opinion on these 
points. The matter has, however, been raised 
yy the President of the court. ‘Moreover, it 
is the point upon which Admiral Schley in 


his appeal lays most stress. and which he 


especially asks me to consider. I have there- 
fore carefully investigated this matter also, 
and have informed myself upon it from the 
»sest sources of information at my command. 


Is an Appeal from McKinley. 


“The appeal of Admiral Schley to me is 
sot. as to this, the chief point. He raises

court of inquiry. Five-sixths of the appeal 
is devoted to this question of commandjand 
eredit: that is, to matter which the court of 
inquiry did not consider. 


“Tt is in effect an appeal from the action of | 


President McKinley three years ago, when 
he sent in the recommendations for promo- 
tion for the various officers connected with 
the Santiago squadron, basing these recom- 


. mendations upon his estimate of the credit 


to which the officers were respectively en- 
‘itled. 

“What I have to decide. therefore, is 
whether or not President McKinley did in- 
justice in the matter. This necessarily in- 
volves a comparison of the actions of the 
different commanders engaged. 

“The exhaustive official reports of the 
action leave little to be brought out anew; 
but as the question of Admiral Sampson’s 
tight to be considered in chief command, 
which was determined in his favor by Pres- 
ident McKinley and later by the Court of 
Claims, has never hitherto been officially 
raised, I deemed it best to secure statements 
of the commanders of the five ships (other 
than the Brooklyn and New York, the flag-

Quoting the Crptains. 

** Admiral Philip is dead. I quote extracts 
from his magazine article on the fight, writ- 
ten tmmediately after it occurred, cloging 
with an extract from his letter to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy of Feb. 27, 1899:

Captain Clark’s Statement. 


“ Captain Clark’s statement is as follows:

The position of the ships on the morn- 
ing of the fight in a semi-circle head on to 
the harbor, in consequence of which we were 
able to close in at once, was his. In closing 
in—that is, in making the first movements— 
we were obeying his instructions, though as 
@ matter of fact we would all have closed in 
anyway, instructions or no instructions. 

“* When the Spanish ships came out of 
the harbor the navigator of my ship saw the 
New York to the eastward, but I received 
mo signal of any kind from the New York 
during the action, nor was it neai enough to 
signal directly to me until after the Colon 

“The engagement may be said to hav 
been divided into three parts—First, the fight 
proper, while the Spanish squadron was 
coming Out of the harbor, and until it was 
clear of the Diamond Shoals and definitely 
headed westward; second, the running fight 
with the already damaged vessels as they 
fied westward, until the Teresa, Oquendo, 
a@nd@ Viscaya ran ashore; and, third, the 
chase of the Colon, during which there was 
practically no fighting. 

“* During the first stage I did not see the 
Brooklyn or receive any signals from it. At 
the close of this stage the Oregon had passed 
the Iowa and Texas, and when we burst out 
of the smoke I saw the four Spanish ships 
going west apparently uninjured, and fol- 
sowed hard after, at the same time obeerv- 
ing the Brooklyn a little ahead and off shore. 
It was broadside to the Spanish vessels and 
was receiving the weight of their fire, and 
was returning it. 

“* Brooklyn and the Oregon there- 

_after occupied substantially these positions 
as regards each other, being about equidis- 
tant from the Spanish ships as we success- 
fully overtook them except when the Ore- 
gon attempted to close with the Oquendo. 
The heaviest figntng was at the harbor 
mouth and while the enemy was breaking 


through or passing our line. Not long afte@

Nor did I receive any orders what- 
ever from the Brooklyn, nor should I have 
heeded them if I had received them, inas- 
much. as I considered -Admiral Sampson te 
be present and in command. . 

“* The heavy fighting was during the time 
when the Spanish vessels were coming out 
of the harbor and before they had stretched 
fairly to the westward. When they thus 
etretced to the westward we all went after 
them without orders—of course we could do 
nothing else. Until the Teresa and Oquendo 
ran ashore the Iowa was close behind the 
Oregon and ahead of the Texas, and all of 
us were firing steadily at the Spanish ships. 
The Texas then recovered its speed—for it 
was dead in the water after having backed , 
to avoid the Brooklyn. 

* * When the Brooklyn turned—and it went 
ahead of the Iowa—both of us continued te 
fire at the Viscaya until it went ashore. 
Then I stopped, but the Texas followed the 
Brooklyn and the Oregon after the Colon. 


Looked to Sampson for Orders. 


“* When the battle began the New York 
was not much farther to the eastward of 
me than the Brooklyn was to the westward. 
After the Viscaya had grounded the New 
York overtook me and signaled me to return 
to the mouth of the harbor to prevent any 
other. Spanish ship from coming out.and at- 
tacking thetransports. I received no signals 

of any kind from the Brooklyn. All we had 
to do was to close in on the Spanish equadron 
as it came out of the harbor, in obedience 
to the erders of Admiral Sampson, and then, 
when the heaviest fighting was over and the 
Spanish ships.were trying to escape to the 
west, to follow. them—and; of course, there 
was no signal necessary to tell usa to follow 
a fleeing enemy. 

“* The machinery of the Iowa was not in 
condition to: get the ‘best speed, though every 
effcrt had been made to make it so. Its 
cylinder heads had not been off for more 
than six months owing to the service it was 
performing.. It. had not been docked for a 
period of seventeen months. The Indiana 
was unavoidably in even worse shape, 

**The New York had left the blockading 
line flying the signal, *“‘ disregard the move- 
ments of the Commander-in-Chief,”’ a signal 
frequently made and well understood by the 
entire fleet. It did not transfer the com- 
mand. No signal was made for the second 
in command to assume command of the fleet, 
which was usually done by the Commander- 
in-Chief before reaching the limit of signal 
distance when he proposed for any reason 
temporarily to relinquish his command to 
the next ranking officer.’ 


Rear Admiral Taylor’s Statement. 

“The following is Admiral Taylor’s state- 
ment: 

** At the beginning of the fight the New 
York was about as far to the eastward of 
me as the Brooklyn was to the westward. 
The only signal 1 received from the New. 
York was at the close of the fight,.when it 
signaled to me to return and guard the 
mouth of the harbor so that nothing should 
come out to attack our transports. I re- 
ceived no signal whatever from the Grook- 
lyn and should not have heeded any if one 
had been made, as I considered Admiral 
Sampson present and in command. From 
its. position the Indiana took full part in the 
actual fight as the Spanish ships came out of 
the harbor. When they ran to the west- 
ward the Indiana fell behind, but continu- 
ing firing at them and at the torpedo boats 
until all but the Colon were sunk or beached. | 

“*] gaw the Brooklyn turn and run out 
to seaward, seemingly over a mile, about 
the time the rear one of the Spanish ships 
turned to the west; if, instead of making 
this loop, the Brooklyn had stogd straight in 
towards the Spaniards, as the other Amer- 
ican ships did, it seemed to me that the fight 
would have been settled then without need 
of the long chase. . | 


Wainwright's View ofthe Fight. 


wright's statement: | 
“* At the outset of the fight

** Of course, Admiral Sampson was pres- 
ent and in command. I received no signals 
from the Brooklyn and would not have no- 
ticed it at all had it not been for the fact 
that when the other vessels closed in it 


~made what has been since called ‘* the loop,”’ 


so that my attention was attracted by not 
sceing the Texas because it stopped, and by 
not seeing the Brooklyn because it went to 
seaward away from the Spanish vessels. In 


other words, the left or westward part of 
our line was refused, and this attracted my | 


attention, because it seemed to me from 
where I was that this permitted the Spanish 
vessels to try to escape to westward. 


Damage to Spanish Ships. 

“* The survey @f the damages of the four 
Spanish war vessels shows that in addition 
to several score hits by the six-pounder and 
one-pounder guns of the American fleet, 
they were struck forty-three times by the 
larger guns of four inches caliber and over. 
The Colon, which came out inside the others 
and. did comparatively little fighting, re- 
ceived but three of these hits. The other 
three ships, which bore the brunt of the ac- 
tion, received forty among them. Of these 
forty, eleven, according to the report of the 
board which examined into them, were by 
four-inch guns, ten by five-inch guns, four 
by either four or five inch (the board could 
not determine which), while one was. by 
either a five or six inch, twelve were by 
eight-inch, and two by twelve-inch guns. 
All of our big ships, except the Texas, had 
eight-inch guns. Only the Texas and Iowa 
had twelve-inch guns. The Oregon and In- 
diana had thirteen-inch guns, and they and 
the Texas had six-inch guns. ¢ 

““* The only four-inch guns were on the 
Towa, the only five-inch gung on the Brook- 
lyn. Therefore, on the three Spanish ships 
which did the bulk of the fighting, out of 
the forty large caliber shots that struck 
them eleven certainly came from the Iowa, 
ten certainly came from the Brooklyn, four 
from either the Iowa or the Brooklyn, and 
two from either the Iowa or the Texas. Of 
the three which struck the Colon two were 
five-inch and must have come from the 
Brooklyn; one was either a five-inch or a 
six-inch. It must be remembered that the 
four and five inch guns were the only quick 
firers above six-pounders in our fleet, and 
that they were not only much more rapidly 
but much more surely handled than were the 
larger and slower firing guns. 

“<The damage and loss of the American 
vessels were trivial. The only loss suffered 
was aboard the Brooklyn, where one man 
was killed and one wounded. In damage the 
cost of the repairs shows that the lowa suf- 
fered most and the Oregon least. 

“*The American ships,engaged possessed 
a more than two-fold material superiority 
over the Spanish ships, and the difference in 
the handling of their guns and their engines 
was even greater. We have just cause to be 
proud of the vigilance and instant. readiness 
our ships displayed and the workmanlike 
efficiency with which they were handled. 

“*The most striking act was that of the 
Gloucester, a converted yacht, which its 
commander, Wainwright, pushed into the 
fight through a hail of projectiles, any one of 
which Would have sunk it, in order that - 


| might do his part In destroying the two tor- 


pedo boats, each possessing far more than 
his own offensive power.’ 


President’s Summing Up. 
“From, the statements of the Captains 
above, from the official reports, and from 
the testimony before the court of inquiry, 
the fight can be plotted with absolute cer- 


tainty in its important outlines, though there | 


is conflict as to minor points. 

“ When the four Spanish cruisers came 
out of the harbor the New York had Ieft its 
position in the blockading lines forty or 
forty-five minutes before, It had hoisted the 
signal, ‘Disregard the movements of the 
Commander-in-Chief,’ but had not hoisted 
the signal to the second in command to take 
charge, which, as appears by the signal 
book, Was sometimes, but not always, used 
when the command was transferred. 

“AS soon as the engagement began the 
New York turned and steamed back, hoist- 
ing a signal to close in, which, however, none 
of the squadron saw. It was in plain sight 
and not much farther from the easternmost 
blockading ships than the latter were from 
the Brooklyn, which was the westernmost 
of the line, 

* As soon as the Spanish ships appeared 
the five big American bilockaders started 
teward them in accordance with the stand- 
orders of Admiral Sampson. 


Roosevelt Condemns the Loop. 
“ After this first move each acted purely 
on his own initiative, For some minutes the

Spanish American vessels steadily ap- 


proached one another and the fighting was 
at its hottest’ Then the already damaged 
Spanish ships turned to the westward, while 
at the same time the westernmost American 
vessel, the Brooklyn, which was nearest the 
Spanish line, turned to the eastward, mak- 
ing a loop of three-quarter circle, at the’end 
of which it again headed westward; farther 
off from and farther behind the Spanish 

vessels than before the loop had-begun, but 
still ahead of any of the American vessels, 

although farther outside. : . 

“The Texas, the next ship to the Brooklyn, 
either was or conceived itself to be put in 
such jeopardy by the Brooklyn's turn toward 
it that it backed its engines, coming almost 
or quite to a standstill, so that both the 
Oregon and the Iowa, which were originally 
to the eastward of it, passed it, and it was 
some time after it again started before it 
regained its former position relatively to 
the Spanish vessels. 

The Spanish vessels had straightened out 
in column for the west, the Colon going in- 
side of the others and gradually forging 
ahead of them without suffering much dam- 
age. The two torpedo boats, which had fol- 
lowed them out of the harbor, were now 
destroyed by the fire of the rearmost of the 
American big vessels and of the Gloucester, 
which headed straight in for them, paying 
no more heed to their quick-fire guns than 
td the heavy artillery of the forts, to which 
it was also exposed. 

‘‘In the running fight which followed, until 
the Teresa, Oquendo, and Viscaya were de- 
streyed, the Indiana gradually dropped be- 
hind, although it continued to fire until the 
last of the three vessels went ashore. The 
Brooklyn was ahead of any of the other 
American vessels on a course outside theirs; 
it was nearly broadside on to the Spaniards. 
The Oregon, Iowa, and Texas were all close 
together and actively engaged throughout 
this running fight. . 

“The Brooklyn and Oregon, followed at 
some distance by the Texas, then continued 
in chase of the Colon, which went nearly 
thirty miles farther before it. also went 
ashore. During ‘this chase of the Colon there 
was practically no fighting. ’ 


“These are the facts as set forth above }. 


in the statements of the Captains, and else- 
where in their official reports and testimony. 
They leave no room for doubt on any im- 
portant point. 


Question of Command. 


“The question of command is in this case 
nominal and technical. Admiral Sampson's 
ship, the New York, was seen at the outset 
of the fight from’ all the ships except the 
Brooklyn. Four of these five ship Captains 
have testified that they regarded him as 
in command. He signaled 
‘Close in’ to the fleet as soon as the first 
‘Spanish ship appeared, but his signal was 
not seen by any American vessel. He was 
actually under fire from the forts and him- 
self fired a couple of shots at the close of 
the action with the torpedo boats, in addition 
to signaling the Indiana just at the close 
of the action. But during the action not a 
single order from him was received by any 
of the ships that were actively engaged. 

“‘ Admiral Schley at the outset of the ac- 
tion hoisted the two signals of ‘ Clear ship’ 
and ‘ Close in,’ which was simply carrying 
out the standing orders of Admiral Samp- 
son as to what should be done if the enemy’s 
ships attempted to break out of the harbor. 
Until after the close of the first portion of 
the fight at the mouth of the harbor and 
until after he had made his loop and the 
Spanish ships were fleeing to the westward 
not another American ship noticed a signal 
from him. When the western pursuit had 
begun the Oregon, and the Oregon only, no- 
ticed and repeated one of his signals of com- 
mand. The Captain of the Oregon then re- 
garded him as in command, but. did not in 
any shape or way execute any movement or 
any action of any kind whatever in accord- 
ance with any order from him, 


“It Was a Captains’ Fight.” 


**In short the question as to which of the 
two men, Admiral Sampson or Admiral 
Schley, was at the time in command is of 
merely nominal character. Technically 
Sampson commanded the fleet, and Schley, 
as usual, the western division. The actual 
fact, the important fact, is that after the 
battle was joined not a helm was shifted, 
not a gun was fired, not a pound of steam 
was put on in the engine-room aboard any 
ship actively engaged, in obedience to the 
order of either Sampson or Schley save on 
bo own two vessels. It was a Captains’ 

ght. 


“Therofore the credit to which each’ of | 


the two is entitled rests on matters apart 
from the claim of nominal command over 
the squadron, for so far as the actual fight 
was concerned neither one nor the other, in 
fact, exercised any command. Sampson was 
hardly more than technically in the fight. 
His real claim for credit rests upon his work 
as Commander-in-Chief; upon the excel- 
lence of the blockade, upon the preparedness 
of the squadron; upon the arrangement of 
the ships head-on in a semi-circle around the 
harbor; and the standing orders in accord- 
ance with which they instantly moved to 
the attack of the Spaniards when the latter 
appeared. For all these things the credit 
is his. 
Loop a Grave Mistake. 


‘‘ Admiral Schley is rightly entitled—as ‘is 
Captain Cook—to the credit of what the 
Brookiyn did in the fight. On the whole it 
did well, but I agree with the unanimous 


finding of the three Admirals who composed | 


the court of inquiry as to the “loop.”’ It 
seriously marred the Brooklyn’s otherwise 
excellent record, being, in fact, the one grave 
mistake made by any American ship that 
day. Had the Brooklyn turned to the west- 
ward; that is, in the same direction that 
the Spanish ships were going, instead of in 
the contrary direction, it would undoubtedly 
have been in ‘more dangerous proximity ’ 
to them. But it would have been more dan- 
gerous for them as well as for it. 

*“ This kind of danger must not be too nice- 
ly weighed by those whose trade it is to 
dare greatly for the honor of the flag. More- 
over, the danger was certainly not as great 
as that which in the’self-same moment men- 
aced Wainwright's fragile craft as he drove 
forward against the foe. It was not in my 
judgment as great as the danger to which 
the Texas was exposed by the turn as actu- 
ally made. It certainly caused both the 
Brooklyn and the Texas materially to Jose 
position compared to the fleeing Spanish ves- 
sels, 

* But after the loop had once been taken 
Admiral Schley handled the Brooklyn man- 
fully and well. It and the Oregon were 
thenceforth the headmost of the American 
vessels, though the Iowa certainly, and, 
seemingly, the Texas also, did as much in 
hammering toa standstill the Viscaye,Oquen- 
do, and Teresa, while the Indiana did all its 
eastward position and crippled machinery 
permitted. In the chase of the Colon, the 
Brooklyn and Oregon share the credit be- 


tween them. 
Says McKinley Was Right. 

. er such circumstances it seems to me 
recommendations of President Mc- 
Kinley were eminently proper, and that so 
far as Admirals Sampson and'Schley were 
concerned it would have been unjust for him 
to have made other recommendations. Per- 
sonally, I feel that in view of Captain 
Clark’s long voyage in the Oregon and the 
condition in which he brought it to the scene 
of service as well as the way in which he 
actually managed it before and during the 
fight it would have been well to have given 
him the same advancement that was given 
But, waiving this, it is evident 
that Wainwright was entitled to receive 
more than any of the other commanders, 
and that it was just to Admiral Sampson that 
he should receive a greater advance in num- 


bers than Admiral Schley—there. was noth- |} 


ing done in the battle that warranted any 
unusual reward for either. In short, as re- 
gards Admirals Sampson and Schiey, I find 
that President McKinley did substantial 
justice, and that there would be no warrant 
for reversing his action. €, 
“Both Admiral Sampson and Adm 

Schiey are now on the retired list, In con- 
eluding their report the members of the 
court of inquiry Admirals Dewey, Benham, 
and Rameay unite in st&ting that they rec- 
ommend that no further action be had in the 
matter. With this recommendation I most 
heartily concur. There is no excuse what- 
ever from either side for any further agita- 
tion of this unhappy controversy. To keep 
it alive would merely do damage to the navy

At Mass-Meeting in Dougias Hall He 
Consents on Condition That No Cam- 
paigning Be Expected of Him—An- 
nounces Policy on ‘Traction—Judge 
Smith’s Suggestion of the Alderman 
as Good Man for Mayor Cheered by 
the Audience. 


At a mass-meeting of citizens of the Third 
Ward in Douglas Hall last night Alderman 
Jackson’ announced his candidacy for re- 
election amidst a storm of applause. The 
audience shouted its approval when Judge 
Abner Smith, who presided, suggested that 
the city would need Mr. Jackson for Mayor 
before it permitted him to retire to private 
life, 

A series of resolutions introduced by R. C. 
Butler calling upon Alderman Jackson to 
run again passed with a rush and without 
discussion. The last clause read as follows: 

** Resolved, by Republican citizens of the 
Third Ward, in mass-meeting assembled, 
That we deem it the public duty of Alderman 
Jackson to stand for renomination, and that 
we insist, insofar as we have a moral] right so 
to do, upon his giving heed to the demands 
of his fellow-citizens, pledging him, both at. 
the primaries and at the coming election, our 
hearty and unanimous support.”’ 


Announces His Policy. 

Before’ announcing that he would run 
again the Alderman set forth his traction 
polcy, of corporate ownership of the street 
railways, for the time at least; five-cent 
fares, and adequate compensation to the city 
for the use of the streets. 

‘In deciding to surrender to the wishes 
of my friends and run again for Alderman,”’ 
he said, ‘‘I have made the condition that I 


you will elect me I will serve you to the best

** Although the franchises of 50 per cent of 
the street railway trackage expire next 
year, the franchises of the subsidiary lines, 
which make up the remaining 50 per cent, 
expire at different dates from 1904 to 1906. 
The confusion which would result from a 
separation of the systems would be tremen- 
dous. ‘If the transit facilities of Chicago 
were tied up for twenty-four hours there 
would be an outcry which would compel 
the repeal of any action that might have 
been taken and drive the authorities to make 
almost any terms. The matter must be con- 
sidered during the next year with fairness 
to _ city and fairness to the traction com- 

“I do not believe that the people of this 
city want to pay taxes for a three-cent fare. 
Last year the City railway company and 
Union Traction company combined would 
have ran at a loss of nearly $1,000,000 
if there had’ been a threée-cent fare. 

** People are almost unanimously of the 
opinion that property that has been discov- 
ered is bearing all the taxation it can stand. 
The city must have more money. There is 
no better source of reventie draw from 
than these great street railway companies.’’ 


Others Make Addresses. 


Alderman Mavor came over from the Sixth 
Ward to join in the demand that Alderman 
Jackson run again, Alderman ton Fore- 
man, Martin B. Madden, Dr. Wilson of St.

CRUSADE AGAINST ILLEGAL 
BILLBOARDS ON NEW LINES. 


Municipal Art League in Circular Letter 
Asks Citizens to Furniish Information 
—Smoke Nuisance Under Attack, 3 


The Municipal Art league adopted new 
tactics yesterday in its war on billboards. 
Members of the organization and the public 
generally were requested through a circular 
letter to report to Secretary Peter B. Wight 
all billboards erected since July 3, 1900, in 
order that such may be torn down at once 
by the City Building department. 

As an aid to those receiving the circular 
the league inclosed a list of all permits for 
the construction of billboards and fences is- | 
sued by the Building department from Dec. 
28, 1896, when the billboard invasion began, 
to July 3, 1900, when the first billboard ordi- 
nance was adopted. Since the latter date 
no permits have beén fssued. 

In explaining the new plan for fighting bill- 
boards, the circular says in regard to per- 
mits issued since July 3, 1900: 

‘“* Many of these permits were for ‘ fences,’ 
but as the building laws only permit wooden 
fences:to be erected eight feet in height such 
permits were unlawful, as all of them per- 
mitted fences more than eight feet in height.”’ 

The Board of Directors of the Municipal 
Art league also sent out a circular soliciting 
the financial aid of all citizens interested in 
the abatement of the smoke nuisance.

‘Lorimer Suggests Hopkins. 


Congressman Lorimer is said to have sug- 
gested to his Excellency the particular avail- 
ability of Albert J. Hopkins. Mr. Lorimer 
believes he. could hold his friends in Cook 
County better for Hopkins than he could for 
anybody else. Governor Yates, according 
to the well-defined story, agreed with Lori- 
mer, and the question arose how to approach 
Hopkins on the proposition. 

At this stage that past master in the art- 
of political diplomacy, Lieutenant Governor 
William A. Northcott, came action. 
Lorimer was able to tell Hopkins what he 
could do for him in Cook County, and North- 
ecott was to appear on the scene as the big- 
gest man in southern Illinois and the direct 
representative of Governor Yates. 


Hopkins Shies at Offer. 


Hopkins, who has been lugged into two or 
three losing battles before, did not take 
kindly to the view of the situation as North- 
cott laid it out in his most blandishing way. 
He had a prominent position in Congress, 
which he was able to maintain for a num- 
ber of years. He knew full well he could 
not do the ‘‘two-horse act” and run for 
Congress and the United States Senate at 
the same time. | 

So, it is said, he told Northcott he was 
deeply grateful for the Governor’s offer of 
support, but he could not afford to endanger 
or give up his position in Congress on ac- 
count of a wild googe chase for the Senate. 
Whereupon Northcott, on behalf of Yates, 
led Hopkins to believe that the State admin- 
istration was strong enough to give him an 
indorsement and the pledge of the party’s 
support at the State convention. . . 

This, of course, was grateful to Hopkins 
because an indorsement in the State conven- 
tion and a legislative instruction for him 
made him the party candidate for the United 
States Senate as against_.everybody else, and 
put Mason and Dawes and Hitt out of the 
running. 


Yates Promises Indorsement. 


So, it is said, a trade was made by which 
Hopkins was to make the fight for the Sen- 
ate, and Yates, in turn, promised, through 
Northcott, to give him an absolute and un- 
qualified indorsement in the State conven- 
tion. Thereupon Hopkins, who had control 
of the Congressional committee in his dis- 
trict, secured a postponement of the Con- 
gressional convention until after the State 
convention should have been held. ! 

Immediately thereafter the whole State ad- 
ministration came out for Hopkins, and a 
series of.meetings were held in Hopkins’ in- 
terest. Mr. Hopkins has been “ trooping ”’ 
over the State of Illinois ever since.

Boy or Girl Raised in Chicago Over- 
burdened by Extra Studies and Late 


Hours, Which Sap Ita Vitality— 


Small Parks and Outdoor Exercise 
the Only Hope fer the Rising Gen- 
eration, Says Mrs. Crouse, Presi- 
dent of Kindergarten College. 


Persons who have made the care and train- 
ing of children a lifelong study yesterday 
indorsed the opinions of the speakers at the 
meeting of the Social Economics club on 
Tuesday, when it was declared that parties, 
late hours, extra studies, and the entertain~ 
ments of their elders are robbing children of 
. ‘Phe forcing process of education {s always 
at the expense of the pupil’s health, and the 
sights and sounds of a. big city, together 
with the artificiality of their life, take from 
them physical strength. The future genera- 
tions are threatened with:grave danger from 
these surroundings. an 

City Bred Child Handicapped. 

“Under present conditions the city bred 
boy or girl has a terrible handicap in the bat- 
tle of life,’ said Fred W. Smedley, in charge 
of the child study department of the Board of 
Education. “ City children lack the chance 
to play out of doors and they miss the free- 
dom of the child of the country. Our an- 
cestors were nearly all country bred, and the 
children suffer by the change from the en- 
vironment in which their fathers were 


act strongly on a child. The little one is. 
highly stimulated by the sight of accidents 
which make its flesh creep and the conse- 
quent depression is correspondingly greater 
than for a grown person, 

*“ Children are deeply impressed with every- 
thing they see; and in a big town they see 
much that they should not, to say nothing 
of what they hear. So many children are 
taken to the theater when too young. Every- 
thing there is réal to them, and makes a 
lasting impression on their: minds. 

“The children begin their social life at a 
tender age. They attend parties and mas- 
querades when in short clothes, and, while 
the exercise of dancing is of the greatest 
benefit, the late hours and the excitement are 
not. 
“The child of well-to-do parents, reared 
with the best surroundings and with body 
trained as well as mind, will always be a 
leading factor in the life of the big city, but 
for the general strength of the men and 
women the town must always draw from 
the country for fresh supplies. This is due 
somewhat to the tendency of the brightest 
of boys and girls in the country to see the 
town, which brings the more able ones in 
to take the places of the generations that 
have. worn themselves out in the artificial 
life of the metropolis.”’

_ ADDICTED TO CIGARETS. 


Startling Report by Superintendent of 
Kokomo, Ind., Schools—Two Years 
Behind Non-Smokers in Studies. 


Kokomo, Ind., Feb. 19.—[{Special.]—Pro- 
fessor Ogg, superintendent of the Kokomo 
schools, reports to the Board of Education 
that out of 1,300 boys in the city schools 400 
are addicted to the cigaret habit, and are 
in consequence two years behind the non- 
smokers in their studies. _ 

Of the effect on their studies and conduct 
Professor Ogg in his report says: 

“*These various reports include nearly 
1,300 boys from the first grade through the 
high school. Over one-third of these admit 
they do smoke or have smoked. Those who 
belong to the class of smokers average one 
year older than those who do not smoke. 
Taking those who are habitual smokers the 
difference in age is two years, making them 
two years behind the non-users in their 


studies.”

MACHINERY A WAGE ISSUE 


LARGER OUTPUT BRICKMAKERS’ 
ARGUMENT FOR MORE PAY. 


‘Committee Representing Seven Unions | 


in Conference with Agents of Em- 
ployes on New Scale — Secretary 
Morrison of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor Returne East Today, 
Having Been Unable to Restore 
Peace to Twe Factions of Teamsters 


The increased capacity of machinery is 
being used by the brickmakers’ union as an 
argument for an advance in wages. During 
the last year the output of each machine has 
been enlarged 25,000 a day, and the men in- 
sist it is not possible for them to continue 
the work at the present scale. They ask 
two and one-half cents an hour advance for 
machine men.

Evidence Accumulating to Show That 
Dead Boy Was One of a Bad Lot— 
Accused Girl in Public Statement 
Asks That She Be Not Judged Until 

' She Has Presented Her Proofs — 


Hearing Postponed to Allow Fuller 


Investigation. 


New York, Feb. 19.—[Special.]—The hear- 


ing in the case of Florence Burns, the Brook- 
lyn girl accused of killing Walter S. Brooks, 
was adjourned again by Magistrate Cornell 
in the Center street court today, and there 
was an arrangement to have the hearing go 
on before Justice Mayer of the Court of Spe- 
cial Sessions, probably on Saturday. 


Suicide Theory Is Strong. 
It was learned tonight that there will be 
one witness at the hearing whose testimony 
may put a new complexion on the entire case. 


This witness will be Dr. Weston, the Coro- 


ner’s physician, who performed the autopsy 


on young Brooks’ body. Dr. Weston will go 


on the stand and will give testimony tend- 
ing to show that the man killed himself. 
Nobody has believed up to the present that 
this outcome was likely. ‘ 


Erastus Backus, a brother of the counsel 


for Miss Burns, is a county detective in 
Brooklyn, who for years has made a special- 


ty of watching fast young men in that bor- 
ough. He says they were associates of 


Brooks, and that he now has a list of sixteen 
of them, all under 17 years old, who have 
become either thieves or forgers in order to 
keep up the life they have been leading. He 
says they have done irreparable harm in 
dozens of instances, and he has eoommentary 
evidence to prove it.

WANTS TO SEE THE COUNTRY 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—The Presi- 
dent’s delegates, charged with the arrange- 
ments for the reception and entertainment 
of Prince Henry of Prussia, held a final 
meeting at the State department today and 
disposed of several details that were not in- 
cluded in the official program issued a few 
days ago, 

Most of the delegates and other officials 
who will take part in the ceremonies of wel- 
come at New York will go to New York on 


Dr. Hill, Assistant Secretary of State, and 
General Corbin, Adjutant General of the 
Army, the President’s delegates; Colonel T. 
A. Bingham, U. 8. A.,andCommander W. 8. 
Cowles, U. 8. N., aids to the delegates; Baron 
von Holleben and the members of the Ger- 
man embassy, including Count Quadt, who 
has represented the Ambassador in making 
the arrangements. 

It was decided, owing to the limited ac- 
commodations on the special train set apart 
for the Prince’s tour and the impossibility 
of carrying local committeemen on the train, 
that the reception committees appointed by 
the various towns to receive the Prince shall 
meet the train on its arrival at the railroad 
station in their respective cities. The May- 
ors of all the cities to be visited by the Prince 
have been notified to this effect. 


Dispense with Military Parades. 


In view of the e fact that the imperial visitor 
desires to see'as much of each city visited 
as possible within the limited time at his 
disposal, it also has been decided to dispense 
altcgether with military processions as fea- 
tures of his reception. 

General Corbin, who-has special charge of 
the military arrangements, has arranged 
with the Mayors of the different cities to be 
visited and the officers of the National 
Guards of the respective States to provide 
cavalry troops as an escort for the Prince 
during his visit to each city and to confine 
the military representation to such mounted 
troops. 

Colonel Barry of the Adjutant General’s 
department has just returned from a visit 
to Baston, Albany, New York, and Phila- 
delphia, where he perfected arrangements 
with the local authorities for mounted es- 
corts to be provided by the State National 
Guard. Squadron A of the New York State 
troops will be the Prince’s escort during his 
sojourn in New York, and the City Troop of 
Philadelphia will act in a similar capacity 
in that city. 

Program at the Capitol.

Modern was sent out 
hy the “ ticker ”’ as the winner of the fourth 
race, when as a matter of fact the event 
Was won by Frank Rice, while Modern was 
unplaced. The correction was not sent over 
the “ ticker *’ until fifteen minutes after the 
false report. 

It is said that almost every hand book 
man in the city was “ hit,’’ the losses vary- 
ing from $200 to $800. Inasmuch as there 
are reported to be fully 100 hand books in 
operation in the city, and not one of them 
could be found last night who hadnot lost 
something on the miscalled race, it is prob- 
able the actual sum made by the job was 
more than $20,000, although the latter is the 
figure which was named last night by a 
Well-known bookmaker. 

Modern’s,. price was sent out as 10 to 1. 
In most of the hand books $20 “ each way ” 
was Offered on Modern, calling for a ticket 
that would net the bettor $280. Throughout 
the down-town district there was almost 
a score of bookmakers who lost on the trick, 
having to pay out also on Frank Rice when 
the correction came along. The West Side 
hand book men, who were so badly scorched 
Only a few days ago on the victory of Nyx, 
were literally “‘murdered’’ by yesterday's 
coup, while many losses were also reported 
from the North and South Sides. An enter- 
prising “ bookie’’ who was taking bets at 
Fred Tennes’ place is said to have paid out 
one bet of $200 on Modern, and to have been 
in the act of paying off another of $600 
when the correction was flashed, enabling 
him té save his money. Another kmaker 
at Coliage Grove avenue and Sixty-third 
street is said to have lost $750. 

The bookmakers were as slow as possible 
in paying off bets, but many of them hesi- 
tuted about delaying too long for fear the 
men making the wager would complain to 


‘the police, and this would lead to their ar- 


rést for violating the order against hand 
books. At a well-known saloon on Madison 
street, however, one bookmaker held out 
$000 and refused to pay it yntil he was con- 
Vineed there was nothing wrong with the 
race. 

Most of the hand bcok men never sus- 
pected anything wrong until the correction 
Came, tifteen minutes after the original re- 
Bult of the race had been transmitted over 
the “ticker.”’ It was then seen that the 
false report, even to the time, was correct 
in every particular except as to the winner. 
By this time the men who had made and 
cashed their bets were out of sight, and 
there was nothing left to do but pay out to 
those who had bet on Frank Rice, the real 
winner. 

The theory of the hand book men is that 
Somebody connecied with the “ticker” 
service was in with the conspirators. The 
poolrooms were not affected by the trick, 
showing that it was worked on the patrons 
of the “ tickcr " service alone. At the West- 
ern Union office the reports from the race- 
tracks come to what is known as the racing 
department on the ninth floor of the big 
buliding at Jackson and Clark streets. 
From here they are sent out to the various 
poolrooms all over the country, while a part 
of them—the result, together with the bet- 
ting on the three placed horses and the time 
--is transmitted to a company called the Gold 
and Stock, with offices in the Rialto Build- 
ing. it is the latter company which then 
transmits them upon the “ticker.”” The 
“leak” yesterday occurred at some point 
between the sending of the results of the 
races from the Western Union office to the 
Gold and Stock and its transmission upon 
the ticker. Western Union officials had not 
learned last night who the culprit was, but 
will doubtless do so today.

CORN STILL IN DEMAND 


Bears Had Forced a Break Early and 
Final Quotation Shows a Loss for 
the Day—Farmers Not Anxious Sell- 
ers and Country Station Stocks 
‘Small—Wheat Also Reacts from 
Early Break—Little Activity in 
Oats. 


Short sellers of corn got the market down 
nalf a cent yesterday, but were unable to 
keep it down. There was a sharp recovery, 
although the tone had been weak enough 
for awhile, and the close was only a split 
lower than the day before on May. There 
was a loss of %c on July, however, and of Kc 
on September. There was less certainty 
than there had been that the country was 
going to sell more freely. Some houses re- 
ported liberal acceptances, but others which 
sent out bids as high or higher got little or 
nothing. Country dealers in Illinois have 
small stocks and there can be little move- 
ment to market unless the farmers sell first. 
The best evidence seemed to be that they 
were in no great hurry and there were simi- 
lar reports from Iowa. This condition en- 
couraged enough investment buying to ab- 
sorb the offerings of the bears, large as they 
were, and steady the market. May had an 
early rally to 61%¢c, sold off to 60%c, and 
closed at 61\%c. July closed at 6l%c, 
and September at 60c. There was a 
trade in December at 47%c, a price 
seeming so low, though on a new crop, that 
it stirred up some selling. December shared 
in the rally, however, closing at 48c bid. 

The early upturn to 61%c for May was on 
buying by Patten at the opening at 61\c, 
not on a large scale, but suggesting he was 
willing to cover. Lesser shorts got in a 
greater hurry and ran the price up. It did 
not hold, and when the price got back to 
6l46c sales of 300,000 bu by Requa were taken 
to indicate country liquidation and started 
a selling rush, which carried the price under 
Gle quickly. From that figure to 60%c Pat- 
ten was a heavy seller, putting out several 
times as much as he had covered. Manson 
and other country houses sold also. Heavy 
commission buying, led by Harris, McReyn- 
olds, Carrington-Hannah, and Barrell, with 
Comstock supporting July, caused the rally. 
Early selling by Gifford and Bartlett-Frazier 
was taken to be for St. Louis account, but 
the latter house was a buyer under 60c for 
May. There was not a large shipping busi- 
ness locally, about 30,000 bu, and Kansas 
City was weak and ec lower for cash, re- 
porting the Southwest demand dull, but 
there was a better Southern and Southeast- 
ern demand, which was felt in Illinois.

Some 
houses reported free country selling yes- 
terday, but others were unable to buy any 
and ‘there is. not so much confidence of a 
big country movement on any break. There 
was some country selling of. speculative 
wheat in the pit,’ however, and a farther 
break may bring out more liquidation. 

San Francisco wired Norton-Switzer: 
“Crop prospects in northern part of Cali- 
fornia were never better. In the southern 
part rains in the next two weeks will make 
acrop. The strength here is on account of 
the slump in fréight.’’. Others advices were 
that the market there was strong on a 
good continental demand. 

John M. Simpson, recently with Lamson 
Bros., and F. A. McDonald, until lately a 
miller at Fort Worth, Tex., have formed 
a new commission firm, Simpson-McDonald, 
with offices at 181 La Salle street.

Seventh—All who are employed on a salary 
could do no brokerage business for their 
employers, it having been ruled bythe di- 
rectory that the payment of a salary and 
brokerage also to the same person is a vio- 
lation of the commission rules. 

Bighth—It would be a d of 
the rights and privileges of members, in di- 
rect opposition’ to the customs and usages 
which have prevailed without interruption 
from the date’ of the organization of the 
association, and..to one of the declared fun- 
damental objects-of the association—viz.;: 
“ To secure to. its members the benefits of co- 
operation in; the furtherance of their legiti- 
mate pursuits.”

President Sabin’s Report. 

In his report President Sabin said: ‘In 
the increase in revenue iS included the added 
rental from 29,262 subscribers connected 
with the various exchanges during the year 
—the majority of them during the last few 
months of the year—consequently the earn- 
ings in 1901 are only fractional. 

*““An increase in general expense of $37,008 
for the year covers the reorganization of the 
accounting and financial departments of the 
business, includes the creation of a collec- 
tion, service report, and managers’ financial 
department, all designed to collect the com- 
pany’s revenue, to supervise directly the 
finances of the business, and to relieve man- 
agers of all possible clerical work thus giv- 
ing them opportunities to attend to their 
proper duties—the expansion of business and 
the giving of service. 

“An increase in operating expense of 
$104,685.68 for the year covers the employ- 
ment of over 600 additional local and toll 
operators, necessary. to place the service on 
an efficient basis, and also includes in- 
creases of salaries of operators already em- 
ployed and the salaries of some eighty-five 
additional collectors at various exchanges. 

‘“‘The maintenance expense for the year 
includes the rébuilding of exchange plants 
and the patrolling of toll lines. 


Plant Can Carry More Business. 

‘‘'The toll revenue of the company for the 
year 1901 was over $700,000. The average 
‘circuit miles’ of toll line from which this | 
revenue .is derived is 27,000. This mileage. 
of wire, in the States through which it runs, 
is capable of carrying at least a million 
and a quarter dollars’ worth of business 
each year, which is over one-half milion 
more than we had during 1901. One-half of 
this mileage has, within the last six months, 
been thoroughly overhauled by patrol teams 
and among other repairs made, the men have 
trimmed 42,321 trees, replaced 25,068 missing 
or broken glass insulators, untied, pulled 
into place, and retied 911 miles of slack 
wire, involving, with other repairs, the use 
of 48,611 tie wires. The toll earnings already 
show the value of this work. I believe this 
source of income for the year 1902 will ex- 
ceed 1901 by $200,000. e. 

**Close study has been made of the mat- 
ter of rates at various exchanges, and a 
standard schedule has »*been adopted, based 
on population and local conditions.

He asks: ‘‘ With the Vice President, cash- 
ler, assistant cashier, paying teller, and boak- 
keeper in a conspiracy to conceal the facts, 
how could the directors help themselves?” 
These directors certainly seem to have been 
unfortunate in the selection of bank officers. 
Presumably, they are not the material good 
directors are made of. It must be admitted 

‘that a sudden outbreak of misconduct on the 
part of bank officers is something directors 
cannot be held to a strict accountability for, 
but this misconduct ought not to be of long 
standing without its coming to the knowledge 
of the directors. It appears that the Vice 
President began borrowing the funds of the 
bank to aid him in his speculations a little 
over a year ago. Jan. 2, 1901, his over- 
drafts amounted to $95,000. On April 20 of 
that year they aggregated $242,000. If the 
directors at any time during the last year 
had had an examination of the condition of 
the affairs of the bank made for them, not 
by its untrustworthy and interested officers 
but by competent outside examiners, they 
would have found out what was going on 
and the losses of depositors and stockholders | 
would not have been so great as they are. 
Evidently the directors of this Detroit sav- 
ings bank were not the men for their places. 
Unfortunately the depositors did not know 
it. They assumed, naturally enough, that 
these directors, who were well-known busi- 
ness-men, would select good officers and keep 
an eye on them constantly to make sure 
that they were faithful to their trust. .

TWO IOWA MEN NEED ADVICE. 
Speaker Henderson says “the press is 
being manipulated in the interest of free 


He leaves it 
to his correspondent or to the public to 
conjecture what man or what interest is 
powerful enough to “manipulate” the 
American press. 

The press is practically unanimous in the 
support—not of “free trade with Cuba” 
—but of freer trade. If the press has been 
“manipulated” into taking this position 
the inference is that the manipulators are 
men of great influence who are strongly in 
favor of freer trade with Cuba. It is aot 
necessary for the Speaker to designate these 
men by name, They are the President of 
the United States and his Secretary of War. 
They have taken the deepest interest in this 
Cuban matter. These two distinguished 
men have used all the influence they pos- 
sess not to secure “ free trade with Cuba ” 
but to secure that degree of reciprocity in 
trade which will enable the Cubans to live. 
The promise of such a degree of reciprocity 
is not one of the written pledges given to 
the Cubans, but it is as sacred as if it were 
in writing. 

It is the common trick of a man who 
wishes to controvert the opinions of an- 
other to begin by misstating the position 
of his adversary. That is what Speaker 
Henderson has done. He has accused the 
people who have a Cuban policy which dif- 
fers from his of advocating “ free trade ” 
with the island. ‘They are not doing so. 
The Speaker knows they are not doing so. 
It is unfair for the Speaker to maintain 
that they are doing so. 

Is the Speaker anxious to reveal to the 
public a jack of harmony in the party? 
If he is not careful he may divide the party 
into warring factions. He- may set up an 
opposition element to the administration, 
with himself as the leader, of Republicans 
who desire openly to antagonize the Presi- 


considerable proportion of the Republican 
membership of both Houses of Congress. | 
He may split the party through the middle 
by making this question of beet root sugar 
the “ paramount issue.” 

There are other interests for the party 
to defend. There are other issues, economic 
and moral, to bind it together. Devotion to 
beet root sugar is not the test of party 
loyalty. The principles and practices of 
the Republican party will be confined in 
narrow limits if they are all to be concen- 
trated in a lump of home-made beet sugar. 

The Speaker is not the only man whom 
beet sugar has led into perilous paths. The 
Secretary of Agriculture has been led astray 
by it. His devotion to beet sugar has caused 
him to array himself against the Cuban 
policy of the administration. His subor- 
dinates have been even more pronounced in 
their opposition than he has been. If the Sec- 
retary finds the views of the President re- 
pugnant to his own he ought in common de 
cency to send in his resignation. He has no 
right to uphold policies contrary to those of 
the President. A Secretary is merely a sub- 
ordinate—a head’clerk. It is his duty to 
assist the President in carrying out his 
policies. It is not the Secretary’s duty to 
obstruct the President, to invite divided 
councils in the party, or to maintain a 
propaganda to frustrate the aims of the ad- 
ministration. Secretary’ Wilson has inis- 
taken his vocation. He should fall in line 
with a Cuban policy which is not only that 
of President Roosevelt’ but was that of 
President McKinley. If he cannot do that 
he should step down and out. 

Speaker Henderson will probably find that 
he is stirring up trouble for himself as well 
as for the administration in Iowa... The 
consequences of that trouble may not be so 
agreeable to himself as he imagines. Beet 
root sugar is not a mighty phrase to conjure 
with in Iowa. The farmers of that State 
have read in the reports of the subordinates 
of the Secretary of Agriculture that there 
are only certain favored localities in Iowa 
where the beet sugar industry can be car- 
ried on to advantage. Whatis true of lowa 
is true also of the neighboring States of 
Illinois, Missouri, and Indiana. In the near 
future Utah, California, Nevada, and some 
sections of Nebraska and Michigan may 
be large producers of beet sugar. There 
is‘no immediate prospect that beet sugar 
will dethrone corn in lowa. 

Speaker Henderson will have no strong 
local sentiment behind him in his beet sugar 
crusade. A due regard for his political 
future requires him to reconsider his ac- 
tion and attempt to promote harmony inthe 
party instead of sowing with a lavish hand 
the seeds of dissension and defeat. 


“THE LAW’S DELAY.” 

The Chicago Bar association “ Grievance 
committee” is to “investigate charges of 
unprofessional conduct by any member of 
the Chicago bar.” No doubt, there is work 
for such a committee. Every day in Chicago 
things are done which are an injury to the 
legal profession. The sin of one lawyer is 
with unthinking people the discredit of ali. 
If the Chicago bar can do anything to regu- 
late the actions of its umworthy members 
it will have done itself as well as the pubiic 
a great service. 

A Chicago lawyer suggests a reform of a 
different nature which is really more im- 
portant. Unscrupulousness on the part of 
legal advisers is doubtless the source o7 
large monetary loss to the public. Un- 
scrupulousness, however, is by comparison 
infrequent. Dilatoriness is almost  uni- 
versal. Not that dilatoriness is to be charged 
to the individual lawyer except in special 
cases. It is a part and a fault of the sys- 
tem. It is the system that needs changing. 
How could the Chicago bar find better em- 
ployment than in trying to effect that 
change? The amount of money the public 
loses every year because of “ crooked ” and 
“shyster” lawyers is insignificant com- 
pared with that which it loses as the resuit 
of complex, cumbersome, and overburdened 
legal machinery. The dockets of the Cook 
County Judges are crowded to overflowing. 
This is the first evil. The courts are so far 
behind. The second evil is even greater. 
When the case has come up nobody can 
tell when it will end. Some means of bring- 
ing every case quickly into court and thea

DEATH OF ALBERT BIERSTADT. 

Few American artists have been better 
known or avthieved a larger degree of suc- 
cess with their works than Albert Bierstadt, 
the landscape painter, whose death, in his 
73d year, was announced = yesterday. 
Though not an American by nativity, Diis- . 
seldorf being his birthplace, he came to this 
country at such an early age that he was 
considered an American, and all his work, 
except his preliminary efforts while a stu- 
dent, was done here. Wis first pictyre in 
oil appeared when he was 22 years > pts 
The next six years he spent in ~ 
schools and studies, returning to the United 
States in 1857. 

Bierstadt was a quick worker, and for 
several years he turned out pictures of 
‘American scenery with astonishing rapidity 
and. achieved at the outset a popularity 
which made them equally rapid sellers. His 
best known canvases were painted in the 
Rocky Mountains, the Sierra Nevadas, and 
the Yosemite Valley, and as at that time 
these were almost unknown regions, or at 
least the subjects were on so vast a scale 
that no other artist cared to attempt their 
representation, his pictures became the 
rage and brought prices which were well- 
nigh fabulous in those days. Among the 
most famous of these are “ Lander’s Peak,” 
“Storm in the Rocky Mountains,” “ North 
Fork of the Platte,” “ Looking Down the 
Yosemite,” “Valley of the Yosemite,” 
“Estes Park,” ‘Diamond Pool,” and 
“* Mount Hood,” sold at prices ranging from 
$10,000 to $25,000. Famous and expensive 
as these works were at the time, little is 
Known of them now, and so completely had 
the artist himself disappeared from public 
view that the news of his death probably 

was a surprise to those who had known him. 

Bierstadt was known as the representa- 
tive of the Diisseldorf school in America, 
and this also contributed to his success, ag 
that school was a novelty here at that time. 
His ilustrations of scenery were always on 
a large scale, and he painted not only boldly 
but sometimes audaciously. His style of 
work was not unlike that of Verestchagin 
in his Himalayan pictures, and yet, while: 
he painted boldly and freely, he had an eye 
for details which sometimes he worked out 
with much patience. His earlier works 
were better than his later ones. The com- 
mercial spirit grew upon him with his suc- 
cess and his work lapsed into hurried and 
sensational effects, marred sometimes by 
positive faults of execution. Notwithstand- 
ing this failing, which has characterized 
some greater artists than he, he was an 
artist of more than ordinary ability, and 


he performed a useful service in transfer- 


ring to canvas some of the most majestic 
scenery in the world and making it familiar 
to thousands who could have no other Op- | 
portunity of seeing it. 


WHY THE. SENATE GOVERNS. 

The House of Representatives has for 
the fourth time voted to submit to the States. 
an amendment to the constitution providing 
for *the election of Senators by a popular 
vote. The House is a unit in support of a 
measure which if put in operation might 
tend to restore to that branch of the na- 
tional Legislature some of the power and 
prestige which it has lost aud the Senate 
has gained during the last forty years. 
The Senate has become the body which 
determines what legislation shall be enact- 
ed. The House may protest against the 
decrees of the Senate, but it sypmits to 


them, although the assumption is that its 


members are nearer to the people and better 
advised as to their wishes, | 

The Senate presumably will not concur 
in the joint resolution for the submission 
of this amendment. Its members favor the 
present method of electing Senators. They 
are familiar with it. It has put them 
where they are. They are inclined to be- 
lieve that their prospects for reé#lection 
are better under the present system than 
they would be under that of popular elec- 
tion. This is undoubtedly true except as 
to a man of commanding ability and con- 
siderable popularity.. In Henry Clay’s case 
it would have made no difference whether 
the Legislature or the people elected the 
Senator. 


power between the House, whose members 
have two-year terms, and the Senate, whose 
members have six-year terms, must be an 
unequal one. The. body with the smaller 
membership and the longer term of office 
has manifest advantages. ‘Phese advan- 
tages did not become apparent, however, 
until after 1860. Prior to that year chang»s 
in the personnel of the Senate were more 
frequent than they are now. Men retired 
from publie life at an earlier age than at 
present. The political complexion of States 
changed oftener than now. In the Senate 
of 1859 there were but three men who had 
served continuously for fifteen years. There 
are now in the Senate two men who have 
served there without break for twenty-nine 
years, one for twenty-seven years, awo fo: 
two for twenty-three 
years, four for twenty-one yéars, one for 
nineteen years, and three for seventeen 
years. There are in the House only seven 
persons who have been there for seventeen 
years or over.

Senate, and never can be. “ The scepter 
shall not depart from Judah ”—that is, from 
the Senate, so long as there are as many 
three, four, and five terms Senators as

THE DEMERIT SYSTEM AT PONTIAC. | 

The investigation now in progress at the 
State Reform School at Pontiac bids fair 
to be of value, but in a different direction 
from that which the promoters of the inves- 
tigation had in view. They have accused { 
the doctor at the Reform School of treating 
some of the inmates with great “ inhuman- 
ity,” and of repeated violations of the rules 
of the institution. If such offenses have 
been committed they should be exposed and 
the perpetrators discharged. 

The investigation is of value as tending to 
show the extent to which political manage- 
ment is subversive of discipline and defeats 
the object for which reformatory institu- 
tions are established. Unless evidence shall 
be produced to the contrary readers of the 
reports of this investigation will be forced to 
conclude that the doctor at Pontiac was un- 
acceptable to Governor Yates and to some 
of his subordinates in the State “ machine ”; 
that they thought it a to get rid of 
him; and that for this purpose they formu- 
lated frivolous and unfounded “ charges ” 
of inhifman conduct and the maltreatment 

of inmates of the reformatory. 

When these formidable charges are sifted 
it appears that the physician slapped the 
face of one John Collins, a boy of 16, sent 
to the Reform School for forgery. ‘The con- 
sequences of this “ brutal treatment ‘were:

There 
has been no effort to ascertain that he has 
employment or that he is likely to keep out 
of mischief. Persons connected with the 
institution take an interest in him now 
only because they think he can be used as a 
witness against a man they wish to get rid 
of, and it is said he has been favored by 
the politicians only because he is wanted as 
a witness, 

The investigation is showing that politics 
and philanthropy are not good bedfellows. 
Politics has driven the reform idea out of 
the Reform School. Still, Governor Yates 
says he is in favor of the merit system “ in 
letter and in spirit.” 
the sincerity of his assurances is to be found 
in the reports of this investigation at Pon- 
tiac, where the demerit system now seems to 
be firmly established.

DMIRAL BARON EISENDECKER, 
Prussian Minister at Stuttgart and 


the Kaiser's principal adviser in all 
yachting matters, who accompanies 
Prince Henry to this ntry, is in 


no sense of the word a stranger to Amer- 
ica, having for several years represented 
Germany at Washington as Minister Plieni- 
potentiary. He narrowly escaped becoming 
a son-in-law of the late Prince Bismarck. 
. The latter and the Baron’s mother had been 
friends from their childhood. The Admiral 
himself had been treated from his infancy 
as a member of the Bismarck family. When 
he grew up he became ed to Countess 
Marte Bismarck, much to the satisfaction 
of the Chancellor, who was fond of Hisen- 
decker. 
. But at the last moment Hisendecker was 
jilted by the Countess. She is a strong- 
minded woman, having most decided views 
on the subject of religious belief, and, find- 
ing that she could not convert her flancé to 
her way of thinking, she broke off the c 
It was with the object of soothing his ruffi 
teelings that Eisendecker was appointed 
shortly afterwards by Prince Bismarck to 
the post of Minister Plenipotentiary in 
Japan, the nomination exciting no end of 
comment at the time, as Hisendecker then 
only held the rank of a Lieutenant Com- 
mander in the navy, and it was utterly with- 
out precedent to intrust a diplomatic mis- 
sion of that importance to a subaltern offi- 
cer of either the military or naval service.
